as infuticient by you, Bur let the impartial K cader judge whether 
Eleven Lines of a Confeſſion of Faith, relating ro ſo many great 
Fundamentals cf the Chriftian keligion, exprefied in ſuch general 
Ferms, as the groſſeſt of Hereticks could do, could ſuffice to fatishe 
our Conſciences, when they had given us ſuch ground of Offence, 
thatthey were n«t lound in the Faith, both before this Paper, and 
hnce: And whereas they fay, firmly believing what 7s _ Record 
wm the Holy Scriptures concerning God, oc. fo will cycry Papiſt ſay, 
evcry Sccinian fay,and every Muggletonian , for it is a common Fal- 
lacy that the vilcit of Hereticks uſe, whereby to deceive People, to 
tell them they firmly believe all that us Recorded in the Holy Scriptures 
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concerning God, Chriſt, 8c. But if this had been enough to ſay in 
penerss, We firmly believe whet is upon Record in the Holy Scriptures, 

by have the People, called Puakers, ſeparated from the ſeve- 
ral Profeſſions of Chriſtianity here |in England, and elſewhere, up- 
on the Account of Errors in Doftrine, which they did charge them 
with, ſecing all theſe Profeſſions in general Terms ſay as much as 
we, that they firmly beli-ve what is upon Record in the Holy Scriptures? 
But we have often told Th. Lloyd, and thera that have joyned with 
him, let them condemn theſe groſs and vile Errors, which we 
have proved fome of them guilty of, and others cloak and excuſe 
themy and have refuſed to this day, to paſs due ceniure on thera, 
and char ſhall ſatisfie us in this Point, And in this general Confefſh- 
on of theirs conceived in ſuch general Terms, there is nothing to 
be found to clear them ot their Errors, or things charged upon 
them; their Paper mcntions the Reſarretion State, but what that 
Reſurredtion State is, they do not declare ir, or when it is witneſſed ; 
for many hold, to my certain Knowledge, That the Reſurrettion is 
the New Birth, and nothing elſe ;, Others ſay, Immediately aſter Death 
they get the Reſurredion fully , all which is expreſly contrary to the 
Holy Scripture, And they cover theraſelves no leſs tn relation to the 
Eternal Judgement , for the queſtion berwcen them and us, being, 
Whether that great arid laſt Judgment ſhall be only by Chriſts inward Ape 
prarance in Mens Conſciences2 Or, Whether alſo by his outward Coming 
and Appearance in his glorified Perſon, even the glorifi-d Man Chriſt Jeſus ? 
VF hether be ſhall o:tmardly come to judge all Mankind ? But of this, to 
cover their Unbcliet, they are wholly filenr. And this groſs and 
vile Error, Th:t Ch1iſt ts not to come pithout us in his glorified Body or 
Perſengto judge all Mankind, find too many in England guilty of, which 
they haye drank in too Sorry from ſome unſound Expreſſions 
contained in ſome of the Printed Books too generally conceived and 
owned by them. : 

X X1. page 43. His Perverſion and Fallacy in covering theſe Men, 
becauſe of cheir ſaying in their Papers, If Y of them, or any counte- 
nanced by them, have given any Offence, either by unſound Expreſſions, or 
any Goſpel-like Crnverſatton, and the ſame be made to appear by credible 
WVVitnees, we promiſe unto you, that if the Parties concerned do not con- 
demn the ſame, they ſhall be diſowned therein. Bur what mare credible 
Witnefſes could be deſired, than the ſeveral Manuſcripts Signed 
with their own Hands, whom they have owned, and by the feve- 
ral Manuſcripts of Jobs de Lavall in particular z two of which were 
read at the ycarly Mecting, or 3 he chargeth me with Hoek, 
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and denying the fundamental Doftrine of the People, called Quakers, for 
ſaying, the Light within 7s not ſufficient 10 Salvation without ſomething 
elſe; by that ſomerhing elſe it being confeſſed, that 1 did and dy 
mean the Man Chrift without us, ia whom all fulneſs dwelleth, and bis 
Death and Sufferings, and Reſurreion and Interceſſion for us in Heaven ; 
all which arc ſomething clſe than the Light puthin, and all neceſſary 
to our Salvation, Alſo the A of their monthly Mecting at Phi a 
delphia, clearing Th. Fitſwater for acculing me, Of denying the ſuff- 
ciency of the Light, becaulc 1 did not, nor can place our whole Salya- 
tion upon the Light within, ſo as to exclude the Man Chriſt witkout us, from 
baving any ſhare therein, is a ſufficient proof that they have given 
jaſt Offence to us ; and Jobn Humphreys's two Letters that were read 
alſo at the yearly Mecting, ( who is an approved Miniſter among 
chem ) wherein he aſſerts, That we are not juſtified by that Blocd that 
w4s ſhed at Jeruſalem; and that Chriſt bimſelf aſcribed tbe work of Mang 
Salvation, and Sanfification, not ts the Fleſh that Suffered, but to the Spi- 
rit that quickned ;, not to the Blood that was ſhed at Jeruſamem, but tothe 
Flefh and Blood that is Spiritual, &c. molt perverily and ignorantly 
underſtanding theſe words in John 6. 33. And though we have 
dealt much with them, to have theſe Errors diſowned, and the 
Perſons duly cenſured, that were guily of them, yer to this day, 
they have never done any thing to anſwer our delire, 

XX11. page 44. His Perycrſion of my words, I ſaying at the 
Meeting of the other ſide, 22d 34 Month, 1C92. That 1 and my Friends 
bad Unty with the moſt there, as to the main, by his perverſe and ſtrain- 
ed reaſoning to draw a Concluſion from them, that is moſt un- 
reaſonable ; now (ſaith he ) If there had been ſuch groſs, vile, and Un- 
cbriſtias Errors, G&rc. held among them, as be ſuggeſls, 4c. How could he 
fay, that he and his Friends bad Unity with the m:ſt thre, as to the main. 
1 anſwer very well, In the common Signification of the word Unity, when 
we commonly ſay, we have Unity with them, under the Profeſſion of the 
Truth, whom we have nct yet dfaraed nor found any ju#t Cauſe to diſown 
them, nor they to diſopn us. And this was the Calc then; for more 
than two thirds of that Meeting were Country Friends, who had 
come from ſeyeral Places in the Country to that Meeting, having 
notice that Zames Dickeſon was to be there, as was common in ſuch 
Caſes, when T) _ Friends come to a Town Mecting , Country 
Friends flock to it in plenty. And there had not been any breach 
berwixt theſe Conntry Friends and us at that time, nor for a conlide- 
rable time thereafter, until after the falſe Judgment of the 28th. 
came out againſt us, bearing datethe 20th of the 4th Month. And 
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after this falſe Þ:dgment was forced and impoſed to be read in the 
Country Meetings both of -Penſilvania, and ett and Eaſt Jerſey ir 
broke them genera:ly into pieces, and ſome of all the Country 
Meetings turned againſtus,and others of all of thera Rood for us,and 
for the Truth of our Teſtimony, Belide, there were divers of the 
other (ide, belonging to the Town Meeting, that both at that time, 
and always fince, have loved us, and we them, and we had Uni- 
ty with thera; and ſome of them afterwards joyncd with us, and 
left the other ſide, Bur it was the Preachers moſtly, and others 
that did bear (way in their monthly Mectings, that were moſt guils 
ty of theſe vil: Errors, ſome aſſerting them, others cloaking them, 
and with ſuch we had no Unity, neither ther nor lince, But tor 
many of the Pcople we never denycd to have Unity with them, 
whom we do not charge to be guilty of theſe prols and vile Errcrs ; 
but their Leaders and Teachers, and ſuch as do vindicate them in 
their ſad Errors. And we would have bcen glad to haye kept 
Meetings with many or moſt of the People of the Meeting of the 
other fide, after the Separation was begun, belicving and knowing 
that they were in great meaſure beguiled and led altray by their 
Leaders, that they were too much given up to foilow, yet rerain- 
ing a meaſure of Simplicity ; but we could not meet wich them in 
Peace, aftcr their Leaders on the other fide had begun the Separati- 
on, not having freedom given us, or Permiſſion peaceably to cx» 
erciſe our gift among them, but were always interrupted and mo» 
leſted, when we met together, and otherwiſe molt unchriſtianly 
abuſed, And thus | hope I have ſufficiently ſhewed the good Con- 
liſtency betwixt my ſaying, 7 and my Friends bad Unity with the moſt 
there ct that Meetiag, conſidering the Circumſtances then of that Meeting, 
ard yet did remain in a Separation both of Spitit, and outward Fellowſhip 
from many of that Meeting both then and ſince ;, and the ſame Anſwer 
here given may ſerve to anſwer the ſame Objeftion and Accuſation 
made againſt us very unduely, in the Book called, The Chriſtian Do- 
var: and Society of the People called Baakers, page 18. of the ſaid

X XIII page 47. His Perverſion of my words, abour the word: 
many, and very many, in my ſaying 1 w.25 my charitable Perſwaſion, that 
the worthy Name Chriſtian doth belong ts verry many of that People ; where, 
by very many, he conſtructh my Senſc to be only theſe few I had an ex- 
perimental proof of, through intimate Converſation, and frequent verbal 
Communication with, ſince 1 came laſt into England. But this is a groſs 
Forgery and Perverlion, for 1 did rcally mcan not them only, buy 
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all them, whom 1 have at any time formerly bad Experience of 
their Chriſtianity, by intimate Converſation, and verbal Commu. 
nication, cither in Ezgland, or any other part of the World, that 
have given me no occaſion to think otherwiſe of them, (as many 
have nor, though ſome have ) and my Charity leads me to be'jeve 
and judge, that there are veiy many called Quakers, that 
are true Chriſtians, both in Faith and PraQice, that 1 bave had no 
outward knowledge of ; but 1 cannor in Charity clteem them Chri- 
ſlians, who haye unchrciſtian'd themtelves, either by their bold and 
open contradiQing the great T ruths of Chriſtianity, or by their per- 
cemagend otherwiſe unjuſt and wicked Praties. 

His Perverſion of my words, thit though 
ſaid in my laſt Book, called, The cauſleſs ground, &c, 1 bave no 
charged the People called Quakers, either in the general, or in the plurality, 
he will needs have it to be underſtood only of theſe few | have in- 
timately converſed with, ſince I came laſt into England. Oh! How 
hath prejudice blinded bim ? But how can he, or I either, be po- 
litive to ſay the People called Quakers, are good Chriſtians, either in 
gnenes or in the plurality, when Geo. Whitehead hath told us in 

1s printed Epiſtle, printed about four ycars ago at Londen, and was 
re-printed in Penflluanis, called, A Chriſtian Epiſtle ro Friend in gene» 
neral, &c, That few ſincerely ſeck the Lord, 8c. And wery ſew have their 
Minds and Spirits really and inwardly exerciſed in frequent Prayer, and dai- 
ly Supplications to God, or in heavenly Meduation or ſpiritual Contemp/att- 
ons, in Gods pure and ſpiritual Laws, Ways, Judgments, and Wrks ;, or 
in boly Scriptures by the Holy Spirit, which opens th:m ;, but too many have 
their Minds, Hearts, and Aﬀetticns, taken up with theſe fadino Objetts , 
and things below 3, or overcharged with the love of Riches, Cars and Cum- 
bers of this Life, to _— the Earth, wherein many @ g00d Talent has 
been hid, and poor Soul buried in Captivity. And concerning Friends 
Children, and young Perſons, he faith, It's but few in Compariſon 
that come in at that door, viz. the work of Regeneration. And who will 
fay, that the worthy Name of Chriſtias doth belong to ſuch> And 
yet by G. W's charge, they muſt be at leaſt the plurality, when ve- 
: ry few do otherwile; though ſome formality, and {omething of the 
form of Truth, as he ſaith, they mav have by outward Educati- 
on. Bur let none think 1 blame G. IV. in rhis, it may be a true 
charge, for what I know to the contrary ; bur why ſhould I be fo 
much blamed, for charging neither the generality, nor plurality, 
but ſome particulars, when he hath charged many more with 
things as bad, as Errors in Principles, and that publickly in dna * 
ide 
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fide that Errors in PraQtiſe do commonly go along with Errors in 
Principl:. But it ſeems ſtrange to many, as weil as to me, thar 
Errors in Principle, as PriJe, vanity of Apparel , Covetoulnels, 
Envy, Backbiting, may withour offence be publickly reproved by 
word oft Month, in Meetings, and alſo in Print z but Errors in 
Principle mult not be reproved, and witneſſed againſt, either in 
ublick Meetings, or in Printed Books, Do Errors in PraQtiſe, as 
Pride, vanity of Apparel, Covetouſneſs, Envy, and the like, 
when puablicxly witneſſed againſt in Print, or in Meetings, open 
the Mouths ot Adverſaries, and grieve faithful Friends, lets than 
Frrors in Principles ? unlefs it be ſaid, that reproving Errors in 
Principles reflet upon the Preachers ; but reproving Errors in Pra- 
iſe, reflect only upon the People ; bur if any of the Preachers be 
guilty, why may they nor, and ought they not to be as publickly 
reproved as the People, unlcfs we reſpett Perſons, and that both 
for their Ecror in Dcetrine and Pradtiſe2 1s it not a juſt charge upon 
ſome called Preachers, which Chriſt charged upon the Scnbes and 
Phariſezs, They loved the Praiſe of Men, more than the Praiſe of God, and 
therefore cannot bear to be reproved ; for it hath been the general 
default of Teachers and Leaders of the People in former tunes, to 
hide their own Faults, and expoſe the Faults ot others, clpectally 
of ſuch as did not flatter them, and gave them not honour enough 
before Men, And nothing can be 1aid againſt my Printed Books, 
in reference ro my publick witneſſing again the Errors in Princip!es, 
whereof ſome are guilty in Penſi/yanza, and elſewhere, but what 
may be as much laid againlt G. I/hitebead his reproving thele great 
Vices and Immoralitics among many called Friends, having the 
Nate and form of Truth. Have my Books tended to the diſhunor 
of God, ditlervice to Truth, reproach and grief of Friends, tor my 
Printing againlt the vile Errors whercof tome, called Frizuds, are 
guilty > And hath not G, /hiteheads printed Epiltle bad a n:11ch 
that tendency, for his printing againſt che vile Praſtiſes of mwtiy 
more than ever | charged ? But in reality, I judge, and many otccrs 
do judge, that the faichful witneſſing againſt Mzns groſs a 4 vi'e 
Errors, either in Lofrine or Practiſe, is no proper and Cirtct 
cauſe of fuch Effet, as the diſhonour ot God, the difſervice of Tri, 
tae reproach and grict of Friends ; but cn the contrary, the proper 
and dire&t cauſe of Gods being honoured, Truth clearec. ny 
Reproach removed, and fairhful Fricids comforted, with 2 pui- 
lick Teſtimony borne againſt ſuch publick Sins and Evils. And 
though I had a foreſight and ſenſe that Etiemics of Truth would 
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ſeck to take advantage from my printed Books, yet I hed ally a 
ſenſe and foreſight, as | bave expreſſed in my Book, rage G. Some 
Reeſons, G&3c. T hat in the conclulion, they would be diſappointed, 
ard rl:at after a litcle rime their great glorying an] lceming grati- 
ſyings would be rurned into diſcentent and trettings. For on the 
oifer hand, doth it not grza'ly ſtop the cry and reproach that Aq- 
verſarics of Truth caſt upon Friends, when they tind us cordially 
zcz!ous in our Teſtimony againſt a1] things reproveable am«ng us, 
whether in DuCtrine or PraCtiſe ; and will it not much more ccca(t- 
on their outcry ar d reproach) to find us, if lo any of us ſhoald ſo do, 
covering and exculing what is not excuſable. And whereas I faid 
in my ſaid Book, That the publiſhing Juch account of things, might be 
occaſion of grief to manv, which ſome (ek to rake advantage againit 
me for. I did not think that the ſimple Relation or Account of 
theſe things, would or could be any proper caule of grief to faith- 
ful Friends ; but 1 did judge, and to | do ſtill judge, that the groſs 
Errors whereof I did give an Account, that too many in theſe 
American parts were guilty of, would be a jult cauſe and occaſion of 
gricf to faithful Friends, but neither the Relation in Print, nor l the 
Relator of it, ſhould be blame-worthy for the ſame, more then if a 
News-L etter ſhould come forth in Print, giving a Relation or Ac- 
count of ſome great loſs and deſtrution of our Country-men, or 
ncar Kindred and Relations at Sea, when the things related do and 
ought to afflidt us with gricf z but who will ſay, we ſhould blame 
the Relation, or him that bath faithfully related ir to us, but ra- 
ther, that we ſhould give him thanks, tor his faithtul Relation ? 
And indeed, 1 judpe tarther, Friends ſhould bave been - juſtly grie- 
ved, with theſe vile Errors, and wicked Praftiles, that too many 
profcſſing Truth, bave bcen guilty of; and it had been more be- 
coming all profeſſing Truth among us, to have been deeply hum» 
bled before the Lord, and to have lamented theſe things with Wee 
pinz, Mourning, and Faſling, then to have found fault ſo unjuſtly 
with the zealous Teſtimony I have borne againſt theſe things, that 
they might have approved themſelves like theſe in Exekee/, g. 4. 
That did ſigh and cry for all the Abominations that were done in the mid(t of 
Jeruſalem, whom the Lord commanded to bave a Mak put upn, that 
they might be ſpared, when the City ſhould be deſtroyed. And 1t my Books, 
or the thing; therein rclated, have been inſtrumental to move any 
unto ſuch godly gricf, for the great ignorance, unbelicf, Errors in 
DeQtrine, that ſome are guilty of, repugnant to the Chriſtian Faith, 
ſo as to be humbled before the Lord, tor theſe Evils, with Prayer 
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unto God, that he would cauſe his Light and his Truth to ſhine for:hs 
to the diſpelling thele Foggs and Clouds, that ſuch who are in ſuch 
Darkneſs, Ignorance, and Errors, may be recovered. I have cauſe 
- _ reſpect to rejoycey and haye in a great part, my end an- 
wered. 

XXV. page 49 His groſs Perverſion and Refleion on the year- 
ly Meeting, in his ſaying, ſuppoſing it were true, That no untruth 
or falſhood, in matter of fatt, bath been diſcovered in bis Books, it was not 
the proper buſineſs ot the yearly Meeting to judge of the matter of 
fat contained in his Books,which were alledged to have been done 
in America, by Perſons not there to anſwer, or give an account of 
them. And page 50. He faith, Therefore let none think, that becauſe 
the yearly Meeting did not declare the matters of fatt in bis Books to be falſe, 
therefore they are all true, Here note, 1. He grants that the yearly 
Meeting did not declare the Matters of fat in my Books to be falſe, 
(and for matter of Dofrine, they do not blame me in the leaſt ) 
and yet he holds that I am juſtly cenſured and blamed by the year- 
ly Mecting, which ſecmeth ro me, an unparalleled inſtance of un- 
juſtice he caſts on the yearly Meeting, to blame me for things in my 
Bcoks that are neither matter of Dottrine, nor matter of tat; for 
whatever can he ſaid or written in a Book, muſt needs be one of 
theſe two, cicher matter of Dofrine, or matter of Faſt. I know 
not that ever I] h:ard or read of the like inſtance, that a Book, or 
the Author of it was blamed, when nothing, cither in DoQtrine or 
Fat, was declared blame worthy. But it ſeems this Man thinks 
himſelf ro be more thirp ſighted than the yearly Meeting, that 
hath, as he thinks, di:coycred matter of fat to be falſe in my 
Books, and that is, That 1 eoft the Separation off from my ſelf, and lay it 
upon Friends; and that it was ſoy he alledgeth did appcar in the 
opening and {tating that matter in the yearly M cting ; but he ous 
ly faith it, bur doth not prove it. And if it did appear in the year- 
ly Meetings how comes it that he ſaith, The yearly Meeting did nit 
declare the matters of Fatt in my Books to be faiſe, Is not my clearing 
my felt ot the blame of the Separation, a matter of Fact, in. my 
Buok ? this he ſaith, the yearly Meetino hath not 4cclared to be falſe wn 
matter of Fact, theretore tiev havenot d-clarcd ic, that my clcaring 
my felt of the Separation, is falie ; and confequently, they have 
not declared thc contrary, but chat my clearing my tc!f of the Se- 
paratio1 15 true, wherein he by his own Conteilion, hath plainly 
contradicted tic Judgment of that called, The yearly 01 eting Paper, 
which Jayet!: it at my doorg viz The Scparatiun, fo far as I have 
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been concerned therein, and yet I judge, they lay ic not ſo much 
at my door, as by their own words, they ſhould lay it at the door 
of them of the other (ile, for they plainly ſay, And as to the Sepa- 
ration among Friends in America, ariſing from the unhappy Differences, 8c, 
$9 here, what can be more plain. than that they make the Ditte. 
rences betwixt us in Americas to be the caulc of the Separation, as the 
word ar!ſing doth plainly import; And ſceing the original ground 
and Cauſe of the Differences, was the unſound and erronious Do- 
ftrines held by them of the other ſide, which that Paper called, 
A true Account of the Proceedings, 8c. Doth own them to be gui ty of, 
it plainly appears, they of the cther fide, were the culpa le cauſe 
of the Separation, and it lycth mainly at their door in that reſp, 
and no otherwiſe doth it lye at my door, but as I oppoſed their 
erronious Doftrir.cs; and if for this any will lay it at my dcor, as 
being the innocent cauſe of it, | need not much conrend with them, 
though I ſtill ſay, 1 began nor the Separation ; even as the Diffe- 
rences in DcQrine betwixt Luther, and ſuch as joyned with him, 
on the one hand, and the Pope, and Church of Rome on the other 
hand, cauſed a Separation betwixt them, and the Separation did 
ariſe from the difference in DcArinet And if any will charge Lu- 
ther to be the cauſe of that Separation, who own the Truth of his 
Dodtrine, and dilown Pepery, they will ſay, he was the innocent 
caule of it, and the Pope and his Adherents, weite the culpablc 
cauſe of it, the Application is eaſie to the caſe in hand. But let 
none be offended, that I call that Paper, having this Title, A true 
Acccunt of the Proceedings. Ge. I hat call:d the Judgment of the 
yearly Meeting, becauſe indeed 1 never owned it to be the Judg- 
ment of the yearly Meeting, but of a party of Mcn in it, that were 
ſwayed by ſome, beyond what they ought to have been ; for a ve» 
ry great part of the yearly Meeting was gone, before avy Judgment 
was given ; and | can ſufficiently prove, they that did remain, were 
not unanimous in that Judgment, And T E. doth but equivocate, 
when he ſaith, page 23- That 1 know, when the Senſe and Advice of the 
Meeting was in the M-eting openly read, and delivered in Writing to me, 
there was not any one Member of the Meeting, that objedted againſt it, or 
expreſſed any dij: nt ſromit ; for though they did not expreſs their dil- 
ſeat in my hearing, yer, as ſome of themſelves rold me, they had 
expreſſed their difent formerly, before 1 was called; for divers in 
that Mceting did ſhew their diflent, in charging the Separation up- 
on rae, and Ijudge the words of the Paper it ſelt, as I have proved, 


layeth it more upon them of the other fide ; and there ſeemerh not 
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to be a g0od conſiſtency, but rather an interfering in the words of 
that __ of one part with another. Beſide, that divers there did 
judge the Jud ment was too partial, and roo favourable towards 
them of the other ſide, and eſpecially towards Sam. Jennings. Nor 
can it be ſaid, that that cailed the yearly Meeting, was a free Mecting, 
for it was too private, and limited to too fmall a number, and ma- 
ny of them deeply prejudiced againſt me, and who had long betore 
pre judged the calc, eipecially many of them called publick Friends, 
both of the City and Country, And many Friends that had a deſire 
to be preſent, were hindered to come in, and the Door kept ſhur 
by ſome appointed ſo to do; and ſomethat had got in, were turn- 
&d out; and therefore it cannot be owned to be the yearly Meeting, 
yor any Mzcting duely and regularly conſticute, when any faithful 
Friend had not treedom to be preſent, and deliver his Senſe. And 
granting the Judgment given in that Paper, called, A true Account, 
was the Tudgment of the Plurality then preſent, this proves it not 
to be atrue Jad ment; for R. B. in his Anarchy, G&c. faith, paze 79. 
The Quakers allow that at times the plurality may be wrong, and the few 
may be right. Nor can it be ſaid, that the yearly Mecting, is the 
Repreſentative of the body of Friends, in caſes that pertain to mat- 
ters of Fat and Conſcience; for though Men may chuſe Repreſen- 
catives to fit in a National Aﬀembly, to judge of worldly Matters, 
and to make Laws for the outward Man, yet I deny that they can 
chooſe Repreſentatives to judge of Matters of Faith and Salvation, 
that bind the Conſcience {ingly as ſuch ; for this were downright 
Popery, and is the Foundation of all that blind Obedience that the 
Pope and Church of Rome impoſes upon the People, becauſe ſuch a 
general Counſel hath ſo decreed , but rarely hath any general Coun- 
ſel, ſince the Apoſtles days, done much good, bur rather hurr, 
elpccially ſince & Purity of Chriſkan Religion began to d:cay. And 
this may clezr me of theſe unjuſt and groundleſs Occaſtons, where- 
with T. E. doth load me, as bcing guity of Inſincerity, Hypocrifte, 
double Dealing, having not a Conſcience, Wc. For my ſaying in my 
IncroduQtion, to my Treatiſe, The cauſeleſs Greund, &c. 1 tenderly 
intreat and deſire that non? apply or conſtrue any words contained in theſe fut- 
bwing Lines, as intended by me in way of Kefl:ttion, Blams, or Charge 
againſt either the body of Friends in general, or any particular Meenng, or 
Meetings of Friends in particalar, or againſt any ſingular faithful Friend, or 
Frends whatſoever ; Fur my Intention was fingly to clear Truth and 
feithful Friends in the firſt Place, and next my Innocency and Chri- 
ftian Teſtimony ; and tiis 1 did ill judge, might well WE 
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without RfleRion or caſting blame upon any faithful Friends, or 
any Mezting of faithful Friends ; it any blame cccationally and ins 
dircttiy fall upon aty, it was not my Intention, to blame the faith- 
ful ; and it the unfaithful be occaſionally blamed, let them ice toir, 
to amend what is blame-worthy in them, Bur as tor taat, called, 
The yearly Meeting Judgment, 1 own it nct to be ſuch, far lets of the 
body of Fricads, or their true Repreſentative, knowing that hun- 
dreds of faithful Friends are othcrwiſe minded. But my calling the 
monthly Mecting in Philadelphia, that gave Judgment againl(t IP. $, 
and T, E. the enly Repreſentative of the Church in that Place, doth nor 
prove, that the yearly Mecting at London, is the only Repreſenta- 
tive ot the body of Friends over all the World, where they are to 
be found ; That monthly Meeting did contain moſt of the Men 
Fricnds that did belong to that Place, but the yearly Meeting doth 
not contain one for an Randend of the body of Friends ; belide, there 
is a valt difference and diſparicy betwixt a monthly Mecting Re+ 
preſenting the Church in-that Place, where all can be preſent if 
they will, and hear and judge for themſelves, and not to hear by 
other Mens Ears, and judge by other Mens S:nſe, and belicve by 
other Mens Faith; but if a yearly Meeting be made the Repreſen- 
tative of the body of Friends all over the World, then what theyde- 
cree or determine, in Spiritual Matters, muſt oblige and bind the 
Conſcience of all Fricnds, ſo that they muſt belicvc by the Faith of 
the yearly Mecting, and not by their own Faith, 

XVI. His perverſion, in ſaying, p.50. That the printing and pub. 
liſing my books, (wherein I bear my Chriſiian Teſtimony againſt theſe groſt 
and vile errors that ſome are guilty of in America, are the proper and dire 
cauſe of great hurt and miſchief, 8&c. Buthe bring« no proof for it, but 
that it zs apparent ; and it is as good an Argument for others to ſay, 
ic isapparent they are not the proper and dirctt cauſe of any hurtybur 
of much good z and the rather, becauſe he contefſerb, The Yearly 
Mectiog hath not declared, that my bocks contain any untruth cr falſhoed 
in matter of Fact; And for matter of Dcftrine, they have not charged 
me in the leaſt ; how then can a book which hath nothing of Un- 
ruth or Falſhood in it, be the prop:r cauſe of hurt ? For as ex veris, 
nil niſt verum, 1.e. of true premiſes, a faile conclulion cannot follow, 
ſo ex bcnzs mlnij bonum, out of good things,that hath nothing of fall- 
hood in it, but much truth,can nothing come bnt that which is good, 
asthe proper and dire eftett thereof. Bur it the publick reproving 
of mens errors and vices be the proper and dirctt cauſe of hurt and 
miſchicf,the ſage argument will proyc,that when the Prophets did 
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pubiickty reprove the crrors and vices or the ſins of the people that 
werechenthe Churcit of God, by vilib.c profeſſion, and did record 
them (thonot in Princ;tcr it was not then in ute/in books, that they 
were tine proper and dire cauſe of hurt,and when Jobntcproved the 
Phariſzes,and Cirilt reproved moſt ſharply Prieſts, Scribes and Phari- 
ſees, that they were proper cautcs of hurt,and eſpecially the recurd- 
ing of them in books that have remaincd to poſterity,and which ſome 
have made an ill uſe of, and Paul's withſtanding Peter to his Face,and 
committing it ro w. iting, that he was to be blamed, was the proper 
cauſe of hurt, 2c by this unfair, and undue way of arguing. Al» 
ſo when Fricuds did print books, reproving the Errors of Dofrine 
in other profe;hons,by the ſame argument,they were the proper and 
dir:@ cauſe ot hurt, to open the muuths of Papiſts againſt them. 

XXVII. paz.5 tr. His perverſion, and falſe charge,That / have ſought 
eccaſions, by my late beok, to throw n:cre Reproach ou Truth and Friends Bue 
bow can faithful witneſſing againſt Error be a throwirgReproach on 
Truth, and Friends of it, he may as well ſay, one contrary produ- 
ceth another, T ruth produceth Error, Light Darkneſs, Good Eyil, 
all which is falſe. 

XX VII. His perverſion and fallacy, in ſeeming to own the Do- 
Arine in my book [The Cauſeleſs Ground, &c.) pag. 3. and yet altoge» 
ther waving the chief thing of Dorine, wherein the Controverſie 
lieth berwixt them of the other Ede and mc, and as I judge betwixc 
him aud mc; wiz. That the Faith of Chriſt, as b» died for our ft1s,and roſe 
ggain,ts neceſſary to our Chriſtianity and falyation; that God deth juſtiſie us,and 
pardon our ſuns for Chriſt's ſaks,who died ſor us, through our faith in himthat 
i always accompanied with flncere Repentance, &c.

And it will appear clearly fo to be, by noticing 
that he joyas not the work ot lanCtifhcation in the heart, to Chriſt's 
outward appearance.but to hs inward appearance, Whereas, had 
he the truc knowledge and Faith of Chriit, he would joyn and at- 
tribute the work of Regeneration and Sanfifcation both to Chrilts 
inward and outward appcarance, and hold forth and affert the Ne- 
ceſfity of the Faith of his outward appcarance. as wcll as of his in-

and believed; and pag 55.he diſtinguiſhing berwixt the Do-trines we 
hold in common with other profefſions. that have always from the 

beginning been afferred, &c and thoſe Doftrines that reſpect the in- 

ward appearance,heſaich.7et thoſeDodrines that reſpect the inward appea- 

rance and manifeſt tion of Chriſt Jejus,, by his Light, Grace and Spirit ſhi- 

mng and working in the __ men and women, from the beginning, car- 
rying on and perfefing the work of Regeneration, Santtification and Salva» 
tion, have been more largely inſafted on. So that it isevideat he attributes 
the work of Regeneration and Sanftification only to Chriſt's inward ap- 
Ppearance,becauſe he gives this as the Reaſon why theDott:ine of his 
inward apperrance is more largely infiſted on, than the Doftrine of 
his outward appearance; that Sanfification is wrought by his inward 
appearance,and not by his outward appearance,yiz. hiDeath,Blood, 
Reſurreftion, Aſcenſion, Mediation, wherein he etreth thndamen- 
rally; for the work of SanRification is aſcribed in Scripture toChriſts 
Blood and Sufferings,as well as to his inward appearance.and to both 
indiſpenſibly necefſary,and to Faith therein. For we are

ſent, to mention them, and the Books and Pages where thele un- 
ſound ExpreMons are to be found. Pur if T. E. or any elſe put me 
hard to it, I can produce for Evidence, but roo many, that to my 
certain knowleuge have offended and ftumbi:d many of other Pro- 
ſeſſions. 2. That [ have now given them occaſion to entertain wrong Jea- 
louſiesof us ;, for on the contrary, by my faithful Teſtimony to found

X L.VIIT. His perverſion, in miſapplying James r. 25, and 3.11, 12. 
ro me, which moſt properly and duly belongs to himſelf ; tor ſurely 
he that is guilty of ſomany Perverſions, Fiftions and Forgeries in mat- 
xers of fat, as well as otherwiſe, and falſe accuſations and bitter Lar- 
guage, without any juſt cauſe, bridieth not his Tongue, and hath nit that 
ſweet Fountain of the Water of Life in him, 

XLIX. p. 67. His perverſion, in falſly affirming, that I ws not cor- 
demned in Penſilvania, without hearing, conviftion or Tryal: for as none 
of their Judgments intimate, that I was ſo much as preſent, ſo the Evi- 
dences given, as deſcrib'd in ſome of the books, ſufficiently prove

Innocency of my Life and Converſation in Pratiſe, as Chriſt hath taught, 
to judge the Tree by #ts Fruits, Bur it 's too ercat Preſumption in T. F, 
and ns others, to julge that a Mans Spirit is wrong, when they have 
ncthing wherewithal to blame him juſtly, cither in Drive or Pr.z- 
fiſe, 1 do believe that he, and ſuch as he, vainly boaſt of a alle 
Gift z ſuch a high Gift, or Spirit of diſcerning, is not given to lim, or 
them, nor inde:d iscommonly given, to all ſincere Chriſtians ; and it 
ſach a Latitude be allowed, that a Man ſhall be condemned to be of 
a wrong Spirit, when they have nothing jultly tro charge him w:ch, 
either in Doftrine or Converſation ; W hat Contuſton ſhall this bring in, 
and diſorder, ard rafh, and falſe Judgment 2 The innocentet Man li- 
ving (hall at this rate bz condemned, by laying, he i of 4 wrong Spirir, 
And as ſome innocent Men have thus been moſt unjuſtly judged, fo 
ſome very bad have been juſtified upon this high pretence, of a Spirit 
of diſcerning, to judge Men without regard 10 their Fruits. But the ge- 
neral rule that Chriſt hath given us, 1s to be obſ-rved above the vain 
pretences of {ome prou | hoaſters, which is, to j4dge the Tree by its fr4:ts 
and even in that caſe to give a right Judginent,is a ſpiritual gitt of God, 
and proceedeth from a true (piritnal diſcerning. Bur is it not apparent 
in T, E. and ſome others that promote his icandalou; book. that they 
ſeek ro drive me forth trom the Unity and F-llowſhip of Friends, by

cn? 8th en0:her in the ſam». 1 appeal to a'l that have a true Savor, 
whether theſe Words ſavor of a boaſting Spirit, I only uſing them 
by way of Argument, to pzrſwade ſome that had 2 wrong jealou- 
ſic of me, That I intend no breach among faith/ul Friend's, Burt whether 
his words do not ſavor of deep Prejudice, and wart of Charity, 1n 
ſaying, be cannot but expreſs his fear, that I hare been in/irumental to 
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ever T brought into it ; for which (he C:iith) the doom was long fie 
ſer, Exek.

with tharp words I have reproved the grols Errors, and wicked 
Praftifes of ſome in Am: rica, &c.

The way to recover the deceived, is to diſcover, 
lay cpen, and witn'ſs a ainft the deccivers, having noticed in my printed 
Epiltle,that may {crve as aÞceface to this my Anſwer;l ihali nor fats 
ther conlicer here, bu. that it ferverh wholly to my purpolcy, {and 
notaing to [11s, ſeeing be hath not proved me a deceivery in the lealt 
Particular) as an Apology to2xcule both this my preſent Repiy to 
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his ſcandalous book, and to all my other books, relating to theſe diffe-

But whereas he alle:lgeth, ic is range I ſhould complain of the year. 
ly Meeting, for not cowJemaing the Friends there, vize 10 Penſilvania, 
without ali hearing, conviction or eryal, wich it mult have done, had 
it condemned them who are abſ:nt and diſtant ſcyeral thouſand miles, 
I anſwer,1 did not complain ot the yearly Mceting,there being no word 
of the ycatly meeting mentioned in all my printed paper : but u hereas 
they who gave out, that Pap:r call:d, Arrue account of the Proceedings, 
&c. advilſcd me to call in my printed books,I put them in mind, that 
in ord*r to atrue reconciliation, they ſhould have adviſed them of the 
other (de, rocall in their falſe Juigments, and to give ovt a Teſtimony 
acknowledging their error, in ſcycral paſſagesof injuſtice cowards me, 
which they might have done by way of adyice, tho without giving a 
formal Judgment againſt them, bring abſent.

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IS roſtſcript T am little concerned to take notice of, being a pretended Re.

with the hands of particular perſons, as it happened in that paper ſigned by 66 con- 
cerning F. $. and 7.1. it is ſutficiently probable divers would have refuſed to fign 
it, that ſaid little or nothing againft it in the open Meeting, it being ſutfciently 
known, that many are ſilent to things which they do not always approve. To the (e- 
cond, he taketh it barely for granted, that the Yearly Meeting at Burlington, that gave 
forth that Judgment concerning G. K. and T, I. &c, was a ſeparate Mecting, which 
being as readily denied by me, as affirmed by him, leaveth the matter undetermined 
to ſome, until it further appear which of the two tides might be moſt juſtly called the 
ſeparate Meeting. But that which cafteth the Ballance is, when it is duly underſtood, 
that they whom be calleth the Separate Meeting, ſtood up for Truth againſt the vile 
Errors, that too many of the other fide were guilty of, and which the reſt of them 
did cloak and cover ; and it is left tothe impartial Judgment of the Readers,w hether 
it doth not appear that they of the other ſide were the Separatiſts, in the worſt ſenſe, 
after the due conſideration of what is ſail pro an contra, in reading theſe my late 
books relating to theſe differences, and 7. F. his late book in oppohtion, and this my 
Reply. But that the ſayl meeting was made up of fome others that ſel:lom or never 
went to Friends meetings at all, as he alle:lgeth, it can caitly be proved, that where cre 
ſuch can be mentioned, that made up that called by him, tþ* j-parat? meeting, or were 
otherwile unqualified to give Judgment in ſuch a cale, three can be mentioned of the 
other tide, or rather more, and much more unqualified, that gave a contrary Julgment 
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at the other meeting at that time, as can be ſufficiently proved, by comparing perſogg” 
with perſons, and names with names, and it isevidently apparent,that what ld * 
not do with the weight of Truth and Juſtice, they laboured to do with number of 
Names, divers of whom were manifeſtly known to be of bad Fame and Reputation, 
Rut it is not what Number of Names maketh a Judgment authentick and weighty, 
but what Truth and Juſtice is in it.

T this time 1 would not have taken notice of 7. Elwsod, hut to anſwer ſome 

who are troubled about his unchriſtian dealing by me, and are deſirous I 

ſhould ſay ſomething to T.F's Poſtſcrips, as it is in his Pamphlet of three ſheets 
againſt my paper of Obſervations, Wc. ; | 

In which Poſtſcript T. Elwood wordeth it after this manner ; Simce rhe former part

'5-ns, and did affirm very confidently, That Old T.Elwd had no other Shrowd but 
Pmnewhat of aa Old Moth-eaten Blanket ; and it was ſo little an1 ſo ſhort, that it? 
would ſcarce cover his body. He had no Cap on his Head, nor any Muffler for his 
Jaws : The Shrowd was ſo ſorry a thing, that he ſaid, he would not have given 6 &; 
for it. And ſurely T. Elwood hath no cauſe to accuſe me, and do as he hath done in” 
fome of his Papers : and to tell ſo much of his Kindneſs and Dealings by his deceaſed 
Father ; and how that he had given direCtion for his Interment, andthat he went this: 
Wer to diſcharge the Charge of his Sickneſs and Funeral, Whereas he would not” 
aftard his own preſence to attend his Deceaſed Father's Body to a Burying Place bes” 
longing to Friend:, within one Mile where his Father dyed. But Thomas Ellwood ra- 
ther choſe to give Twelve Pence a peice to four Poor Men to carry his Father's Corps | 
into the Pariſh fteeple-yard, where they Laid him in ſuch place as was commonly 
made uſe off for Vagabends and Beggars, to the ſhame of an Undurtyful Son, as it is 
well known, &c. 

But I having more at Large in my other Papers mentioned the Truth of things, 
azainft which Thomas Ell may Cavil, and ule a multitude of Words, But 
hath not yet proved one thing falſe that I have written. 

So 1 need ſay little now but to anſwer the Expettation of thoſe whoſe defire it was 
t know whether 1 was the hatcher of that ſtory, which Thomas Ellwood char upr- 
on ne, in his Poſtcripr, And I fay 1 was not the Author of it, But it was the Relation 
ef the man who helped to lay Thomas Ellwood's Father into his Cothn, as is above men-- 
awoned..
